Mountains of North Carolina. Its 
sterling qualities have made it a desir- 
able shrub as far north as Portland, 
Me., and in many gardens in England 
where acid soil predominates. There are 
many vivid colored azaleas from the 
Orient which have become popular in re- 
cent years but this delicate pink flow- 
ered American native is well worth plant- 
ing in any garden. 

The uniquely colored blush-pink flow- 
ers are sometimes two inches in diameter 
and are especially conspicuous as they 
appear in mid-spring before the leaves. 
When these shrubs are grown from seed 
the colors of different plants will vary 
slightly from almost pure white to a deep 
pink. This variation is highly desirable.

Report of 
the Month 


“How I Solved My Worst 
Lawn Problem” 


Ist AWARD: Mrs. Ward S. George 
Chatsworth, Calif. 


For THREE YEARS in a row after we moved 
to our new home here, my husband and 
I purchased our nursery’s most highly 
recommended lawn seed mixture. tested 
our soil, fertilized it and did everything 
advocated by the fine bulletins we got 
from the state college. Every spring we 
planted what we hoped would turn into 
a lovely lawn, and every fall we ended 
up with a most luxurious growth of 
quackgrass! 

The neighbors on either side had long 
since given up and turned over their 
lawns to the noxious little “Agropyron 
repens” (our neighbors from the mid- 
west called it witchgrass. 

Since it was impossible to grub it out 
(each piece of rootstock with a joint 
can produce a new plant) we enlisted 
the aid of our county extension agent. 
He advised control by cultivation. We 
plowed the infested area in June. using 
a deep plow with the mold boards turned 
up so as to leave the furrow slice as 
nearly on edge as possible. The ground 
was left in this rough condition for two 
weeks. About 75% of the rootstock dried 
out in the sun and was killed. After 
this the ground was disked and finally 
given a thorough going over with a deep- 
tined garden rake. 

The ground was then left to fallow for 
the remainder of the season and was not 
planted again until the following spring. 
This time only a few isolated patches of 
quackgrass appeared and we were able 
to control them by cultivating during the 
dry. hot summer months. By fall when 
the lawn mixture we had sown took hold 
well. the quackgrass had disappeared 
and has not returned.

months of work and the small fortune 
we spent on our lawn before we even 
discussed grass seed. 

We hired a bulldozer to rip up the 
trees, stumps, scrub and vines. Next 
came a plow, double-plowing and criss- 
crossing, tearing out and cutting the 
tangle of roots. After a light scattering 
of lime. we sowed seed—-not grass seed, 
but soy beans, rye and oats—and, lightly 
covering the seed, we turned to the house. 

While our “crops” were growing, my 
husband started to build our home and 
we watched the house come up. . . and 
the green come up. When the green 
was 6 to 8 inches high, in came the plow 
again and under the grass *went. Green 
manure! We sowed again—soy beans, 
oats and rye. And again the plow came 
in and turned it under. More green 
manure! We sowed a third time and 
this time when the green was plowed 
under. it was mid-September. 

We had filled in around the house 
with quarry fill, 39 truck loads. We 
leveled it off to 8 inches below the final 
level we desired. We called in the bull- 
dozer again and he pushed all the black. 
crumbly soil our green manure had 
made into a great pile. Then digging 
into the subsoil he scraped and _ filled 
until our plot began to take the shape 
we had hoped for. Then he pushed 
around the topsoil, spreading and cover- 
ing the subsoil and quarry fill. 

Next came the rotary tiller, churning 
up the black soil until it was as light and 
fluffy as face powder. And finally the 
hand raking. leveling and smoothing. 

By this time it was Thanksgiving. We 
had bought grass seed, expensive seed. 
Three kinds—one a bluegrass mixture 
of a very reliable grass seed -grower: 
another. practically the same mixture 
but with a growth hormone added: and, 
third. a precious 2 pounds of Merion 
blue grass withewhich we wanted to ex- 
periment. 

One day in the middle of January we 
saw a slight yellow-green color in patches 
on our brown ground and each day 
more and brighter green showed. Our 
grass grew all that winter and by early 
spring it needed cutting. 

We applied a good lawn food and 
watched the grass grow. The weeds 
grew too—and crabgrass. We applied a 
weed-killer and a series of crabgrass- 
killer treatments. 

This was the summer of 1952. We ap- 
plied no water. Our grass was grow- 
ing but it didn’t look like the lawn of 
our dreams. In late September we ap- 
plied lawn food again and in October 
the rains came and our lawn grew thick 
and green and beautiful. Late in No- 
vember the lawn stopped growing. They 
say a twelve-month green lawn is im- 
possible in the Philadelphia area. 

In February of that winter we had 
a late snow and over that snow we 
scattered lawn food. The melting snow

carried it down to the roots of the await- 
ing grass and they grew and the grass 
grew. That spring our lawn was beauti- 
ful and the talk of the town. 

Another summer came, hot and dry. 
Again the weeds and crabgrass-killer 
treatments. We did not water our lawn, 
and as our grass lost its color elsewhere 
we began to see the Merion bluegrass! 
There had been no trace of it the sum- 
mer before and now we had a sizeable 
patch of bluegrass in the hottest part of 
the summer. 

Summer continued long in °53. We fed 
our lawn again in early October and the 
rains came and the grass grew. It grew 
and stayed green until the last week in 
December! Then a hard frost came and 
the grass became crunchy under our 
feet. But on mild sunny days it seems to 
pull itself up and stand erect. A winter 
lawn, but still beautiful!

THE GROUNDS IMMEDIATELY surrounding 
my summer home in northern Wisconsin 
presented a unique problem during the 
time when [, like so many gardeners, 
made the mistake of attempting to solve 
all my ground cover problems by sowing 
grass seed. In our situation, this just did 
not work! 

The site we chose to buy was attrac- 
tive to us mainly because of a swiftly 
running brook which cut through the 
land about three yards in from the road. 


| The heavily forested, gently sloping land 


also appeared restful and we pictured 
our log cabin in a clearing with a mur- 
muring brook, rustic bridge and a gor- 
geous landscape. 

We succeeded in establishing a clear- 
ing, a log cabin and a rustic bridge. 
We concluded that ours was a situa- 
tion where lawn was not the answer to 
the ground cover problem. We decided 
to try another group of plants known as 
ground covers. We chose for the sloping 
area behind the cabin an evergreen 
plant. Japanese spurge (Pachysandra), 
which is about 6 inches high, thrives in 
a wide range of soils and tolerates wet, 
shady locations. Since the plant growth 
is uniform and limited, the necessity of 
mowing was eliminated. We found that 
this perennial slowly spread and that it 
was easy to propagate by dividing the 
plants or by cuttings. We are extremely 
satisfied with the uniform mantle of 
green this plant provides—its interest- 
ing leaf pattern and its tiny white 
flowers. In our research we found many 
plants which could be grown as substi- 
tutes for grass: Scotch broom (Cytisus) 
for sandy places, English ivy and lily- 
of-the-valley for the north side of build- 
ings, periwinkle for densly shaded places 
and many more.

My worst LAWN problem was the fact 
that the nasty job of installing it had to 
be done by me. My husband was con- 
veniently out of town all spring and our 
finances didn’t stretch far enough to in- 
clude a professional installation. 

Our soil difficulties were compounded 
by the builder’s having spread the sub- 
soil from the basement excavation over 
what meager topsoil did exist on our 
small lot. This clay. striated red. blue 
and gray, was plastic enough so that our 
little boys could mold of it all kinds of 
fantastic figures. 

On March 15, contrary to all that I 
had read and heard and especially con- 
trary to tbe good, free advice of our 
generous nurseryman. I decided to go 
into action. I trench-dug the embryo 
lawn to a depth of 14 inches. Some of 
the time, I felt I must be digging up con- 
crete, at other times. it seemed to be a 
particularly vicious kind of gluey quick- 
sand. 

As I worked I found the most amaz- 
ing treasure trove: beer cans. bricks, 
pieces of lumber and sewer pipe and 
even an old rubber boot. At length. the 
entire section had been turned over and 
I had worked in 6 cubic vards of sand, 
50 pounds of agricultural lime (our 
soil had tested slightly acid), 20 pounds 
of fertilizer and a bale of peat moss. 
Then “The Rains Came”! Never had I 
seen so much rain! When the soil finally 
dried out, it was almost as hard as it 
had been before. I learn the hard way. 
As I dug it up the second time I worked 
in two more bales of peat moss. 

By now the calendar said May and 
14 yards of topsoil and my _ husband 
arrived simultaneovsly on a Saturday 
morning. But my poor, unfortunate hus- 
band broke his foot two hours after his 
arrival, so unwillingly I went on with 
the job. Luckily we live on the friendli- 
est little street in the world and ten able 
bodied and helpful neighbors, armed 
with wheelbarrows, rallied around us on 
Sunday to spread the topsoil, apply 20 
more pounds of fertilizer and grade the 
lawn. 

Three days later I sowed 514 pounds 
of a special shady lawn seed mixture the 
nurseryman had combined for me. Then 
I rolled it, covered it with straw. fenced 
it off and settled down with a garden 
hpse to await developments. 

The lawn is now going into its third 
year and if I don’t say that it is a firm, 
well established, thick turf, it’s because 
of my hypocritical modesty.

April Planting Reminders 


Mid-April is a wonderful time (wait 
about 3 weeks longer in the Northwest) 
to fill up the bare spots in the garden 
with plants that will guarantee lots of 
color. The list seems almost endless— 
in the final analysis, it is only the size of 
your lot and the size of your pocketbook 
that counts. 


New Carnations 


Cutting-grown carnations are available 
now at the growers. The newly-rooted 
plants range from 4 to 6 inches high and 
are available in plant bands, pots or flats. 
If you are a real carnation collector you 
will want some of the named varieties 
such as Pink Charlotte, beautiful pink; 
Northland, white; Sirius Cloud, white 
with a pink stripe; and Delaware, buff 
with red Other good ones are 
Miller’s Yellow, an exceptionally strong 
grower; Scarlet King, a variegated red 
and white novelty; Dairy Maid, white 
ground, heavily striped pink toward the 
edges of the petals; and Barbara Brig- 
ham, orange-apricot with pink pencil- 
lings. 

Cultural conditions for carnations call 
for: light and porous soil, full sun, per- 
fect drainage, staking supports to pre- 
vent floppy plants, twice-a-month pest 
and disease control with an all-purpose 
spray or dust mixture and light feeding 
once a month.

Pouch Flower 


One new plant that will not be found 
at all growers is the new Golden Nugget 
calceolaria, brought out by a Pasadena 
nursery.

It grows 
18 to 20 inches high, the foliage is light 
green and the pure yellow pouch-like 
calceolaria blooms appear from May 1 
to October 1. 


Camellia Bargains 


Many of the nurseries are now having 
camellia sales and it is possible to save 
quite a bit of money. Some of the un- 


usually good varieties are Blood of 
China, deep salmon red; Jordan’s Pride, 
pink streaked with white and deep pink; 
Rosita, rosy pink; and Purity, beautiful 
pure white. Camellias really 
rapidly if given a partially shaded spot 
in a loose soil with plenty of Canadian 
peat moss in it so that the fibrous roots 
will enjoy the acid reaction.

The roots should be planted now that 
the ground is warmed up. A 
with plenty of rotted manure will help 
develop fine plants. Give them lots of 
water during the growing season and 
check them against aphis, thrips and 
other bug infestations. Use an im- 
proved lindane or one of the all-purpose 
spray combinations to rout them. Snails 
and slugs attack the young plants when 
they are first popping through the 
ground, so scatter bug-type metaldehyde 
pellets or dust with a slug dust control.

But the occasional heavy winters every 
seven to ten years rule out such border- 
line plants. 

These are reliable suggestions: Eng- 
lish holly, stays dense to the ground, 
forms a good hedge to five feet. needs 
trimming only once a year; Japanese 
barberry, or its purple-leaved form, 
makes dense. dog-proof hedges about 
3 feet high. Trimming is required once 
a year, even though deciduous beautiful 
red berries hang on all winter; English 
yew, probably the prince of all hedges, 
remains dense from the ground level to 
a height of 15 or 20 feet with only an 
annual pruning (when I visited England, 
I found yew hedges planted during the 
reign of Henry VIII still in top condi- 
tion and still only 6 feet high.) 

For taller hedges or windbreaks con- 
sider the graceful blue-green Lawson 
cypress which needs no trimming and 
can be topped at the desired height or 
Portuguese laurel, a neat high hedge or 
windbreak with glossy green dark leaves.

Established rose bushes can have their 
first plant food of the season; let newly 
planted ones this season go another 60 
days before applying fertilizer. 

5. Ranuncutus Here are the secrets 
of prolonging the blooming season of 
ranunculus: pick off faded flowers, ap- 
ply lots of water and give a light feed- 
ing of plant food or liquid fish fertilizer.

Then in spring cut all the 
lateral (side) growth back to this frame- 
work. After the vines are several years 
old. it is best to take out one or two of 
these old stems right at the base to start 
young stems on the way.

Roses 


\fter uncovering the roses examine 
the plants. Those that are weak. badly 
injured or crippled from last year’s 
drought or disease should be removed. 
Do not compromise. Poor plants will 
not respond no matter what treatment 
you give. Replace them with vigorous 
plants in better varieties—not necessarily 
the most recent novelties but those that 
have stood the test of time and still re- 
main good.

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A CHAT WITH GARDENING FRIENDS... 


T TAKES MANY KINDS of skills to make a garden maga- 
zine, and among the most interesting are the skills 
of the graphic artists. This month we’d like to have 

you meet several of the photographers and three of the 
artists whose work you see so often in FLOWER GROWER. 

Almost anyone would agree that Sam Gottscho is the 
dean of American photographers. How he got that way 
involves a revelation: Sam has lived two whole lives, as 
ordinary men measure their work. 

Twenty-five years ago, well towards retirement age 
for most of us, he ended a career as a successful traveling 
salesman, and decided to turn towards a hobby—photog- 
raphy. But Sam had to earn money, so he set out to 
become a commercial photographer, which meant taking 
up an entirely new profession. He just wanted to do the 
work he loved to do, and to do it so well that there would 
be a demand for his pictures. 

Sam happened to love beautiful gardens, wildflowers, 
trees, and all kinds of plant life. He also had a feeling 
for architecture and design. So what could be more 
natural than his becoming a photographer of landscapes 
and of architecture. Most of the beautiful estate gardens 
in America have been photographed by Sam Gottscho as 
well as a few thousand smaller gardens of charm and 
personality. He has written a best-seller book Wild- 
flowers: How To Know and Enjoy Them, and is now 
at work on another one that he plans to call “My Photo- 
graphic Life.” 

On pages 44, 45, 46, and 47 you will find fifteen 
photographs, all credited to Gottscho-Schleisner and 
illustrating FLOweR GRower’s article on “Ideas for 
Naturalizing.” Schleisner? Well, Bill Schleisner is now 
Sam Gottscho’s partner, and they use the double credit 
line. Bill’s hobby is American history. 

Another familiar credit line is “Roche.” As most 
FLower GRowER readers know, this stands for Mary 
Alice and Jack Roche, husband and wife. Jack is a 
graduate of the famous Clarence White School of 
Photography. It was his wife, Mary Alice, who set him 
on the garden path. She is a trained horticulturist, an 
adept flower arranger, and a fine hand at reporting and 
writing. The story on the Baker Garden in last month’s 
FLower Grower was done by the Roche team. Prob- 
ably more Roche pictures appeared in FLoweR GROWER 


this past year than those of any other photographic team. 


One day a very tall young lady appeared in our office, 
carrying an enormous black portfolio—the kind that 
makes artists look like artists. It turned out she was 
an artist, too. Her name is Allianora Rosse, and she 
likes to use very fine pointed pens and brushes and do 
very painstaking work—but with imagination and verve 
as well as with clarity of detail. 

In her spare time Miss Rosse lives in Rockland 
County—that same good gardening country where Fred 
Rockwell and Esther Grayson live. She has a. regular 
botanical library of her own; her mother is a land- 
scape architect; in short. she is what gardening editors 
love to find, a real discovery. You can see two examples 
of Allie Rosse’s work in this issue: the iris and phlox 
illustrations on pages 48 and 49, and the drawings 
that go with Dr. Westcott’s rose article. 

This must be the artist-and-photographer issue of 
FLower Grower. For if you like the whimsical kind of 
artist, you should meet Bill Charmatz. You can, in our 
regional lawn feature which begins on page 82. Bill, as 
you can see, is not like the rest of us. Where we feel we 
may be surrounded by machines, Bill sees only faces, 
faces, faces. Every machine is just a human in cartoon 
form to him. And even crabgrass turns out to be a 
familiar seashore inhabitant! 

Our other artist of the month is Linda Murphy. who 
did the gladiolus and dahlia illustrations accompanying 
Montague Free’s helpful article on pages 52 and 53. 
Her hobby is a piece of the wide open country that she 
and her husband own and visit weekends. They have 
plans for a house and a garden, too, but so far their 
efforts have been devoted to just getting the land culti- 
vatable.

Many of us know about scattering crocuses in the 
lawn and how easy it is to plant a few snowdrops and 
scillas which we can then forget—except to enjoy their 
flowers.

Or we forget such ideas gleaned 
earlier—trilium or wild columbine to be planted at the

In general. most wildflowers do well in shady, humusy 
soil. The cool, dark corners that are so enhanced by 
these spots of color usually have the right conditions. if 
leaves have been rotting and becoming part of the soil 
for years. Or we can duplicate woods soil by adding 
quantities of peatmoss.

PTLY NAMED the flame flower. easy-to-grow 
phlox gives the brightest color and most 
bloom over the longest period of time of 
any garden perennial. A native North 

American, phlox is happy in virtually any soil 
condition found in the average American garden. 
In fact, any good garden soil which will grow 
potatoes is ideal for phlox. It demands only 
room to grow, plenty of air to breathe and a 
place in the sun. 

Summer is ushered in by lovely white Phlox 
suffruticosa Miss Lincarp. Very disease-resist- 
ant and delightfully fragrant, it blooms from 
May until frost. Against an evergreen back- 
ground in semishade and with an underplanting 
of lily-of-the-valley, it affords a cool retreat from 
the first heat of summer. Miss Lingard creates 
an equally lovely picture when planted in the 
perennial border with brilliant blue delphinium 
and the soft pink tones of monarda and English 
dianthus. 

Phlox decussata, is the mainstay of the sum- 
mer perennial garden. Just remember when 
planting this phlox that only strong sun will 
produce large perfect trusses. while high dap- 
pled shade in late afternoon will then cool the 
plants, enhancing the fragrance so important 
to the enjoyment of evening walks in the garden. 

Plant any of the rich reds, such as COMMANDER 
KOEHL, near veronica and platycodons; HARvES1 
Fire perhaps with a background of regal lilies o1 
gypsophila to tone down its brilliance. The 
intense orange varieties such as SPITFIRE are 
best planted in solid masses with a few hemero- 
callis in the offing—or perhaps with Mid-Century 
hybrid lilies in deep orange. dull rust and 
bronze. The soft pink of variety Lituian blends 
well with veronica Blue Spire; the brilliant 
BRIGADIER with gaillardia and thalictrum or 
hemerocallis Hyperion. 

Entire gardens of phlox can be most charm- 
ing. Because plant heights vary from 2 to 3% 
feet and colors run the gamut [SEE PAGE 67]

HY do I like bearded iris? The artist 

has here painted for you the colorful 

answer to that question. For what 

better way to approach iris, named for 
the Goddess of the Rainbow, then in terms of 
living color? 

Truly, iris have captured the color symphony 
of the universe—the blue of sea and sky, the 
deep turquoise of clear mountain pools. the 
shining yellow of sunlight, the pure white of 
snow, the red. gold and bronze of autumn leaves. 
the purple merging into black of the night sky. 

The jewel tones of the minerals are there too: 
topaz, amethyst. emerald, ruby. Then there are 
the pale shimmery tints of abalone shells—and 
coral. There are rich forest browns. 

The plicatas. which have a white or cream 
ground bordered, etched or dotted usually with 
blue-purple or brown. echo the patterns of 
butterfly wings and the. plumage of tropical 
birds. While the yellow and brownish variegatas 
might be likened to earth and sky at twilight. 
just before all is enveloped in darkness. I see 
all these things in the bearded iris. 

Moreover, iris. in all their variety and bright- 
ness. come upon the world when it has but 
barely emerged from the somber hues of winte 

It’s interesting to remember that iris are a 
universal flower. Their native habitats comprise 
a great part of the earth’s surface—from the 
shores of the Mediterranean into Europe. through 
Asia Minor to the Far East, and into the New 
World, too. The student of history can trace 
the story of iris back to Egyptian bas-reliefs 
dated as early as 1500 B.C.—again in medieval 
Europe as the fleur-de-lis of France. 

Iris have inspired artists and poets down 
through the ages. and so we modern gardeners 
have a rich heritage when we accent our gar- 
dens with rainbow-tinted iris. Indeed, past. 
present and future blend in this flower, for 
through the skill of hybridizers, ever new and 
more thrilling colors and blends [See pace 130}

HEN AS A TEENAGE YOUNGSTER I*began growing 

vegetables, I could not: understand how the local 

market gardeners always managed to have their 

crops mature so much earlier than mine. That, of course. 

was in the days before truck loads and train loads of perish- 

ables—such as lettuce, radishes. green onions, beets and 

peas—from California and Florida supplied local markets 
even through the winter months. 

\ little investigation soon revealed the two main reasons. 


First. these local vegetable growers began sowing long 


before I had considered it safe to risk putting seeds in the 


ground. Secondly, for the earliest crops. they set out grow- 
ing plants of many kinds that I grew only from seed. 

When I began to put this newly acquired information to 
use. to my surprise I discovered that many vegetables 
actually prefer the cold wet weather of early spring. and 
make much better growth then than later on. I had learned 
the first step to successful vegetable growing. 

The table on page 75 lists the plants that prefer or will 
tolerate cool weather. Any of these may be planted in the 
open as soon as the soil is in condition to be prepared: 
that is, as soon as it will readily crumble when dug or 
plowed. (A simple test to determine this is to squeeze a 
handful of dug soil into a ball: if, under slight pressure. 
it crumbles apart readily, it is fit to work; if it tends to 
remain a wet. soggy mass, wait a bit longer before begin- 
ning operations.) Both drainage and the amount of humus 
the soil contains will have much to do with its “earliness”: 
for instance. clay soils are late soils unless the humus 
content is very high. 

For earliest harvest. a number of these hardy vegetables 
may be set out as growing plants. They may be purchased 
from local garden shops or seedsmen; or the gardener. as 
he gains experience, may wish to grow his own. For a 
small garden it is not a dificult matter to start a few dozen 
seedlings indoors, and later transfer them to a coldframe 
which will provide protection from late hard frosts 


To grow good seedlings. however, it is absolutely essen-

tial to have an abundance of direct sunshine. or, as a sub- 
stitute for it, controlled electric lighting. ‘While seeds are 
germinating in a temperature of 60 to 70 degrees, no light 
is needed. Immediately after they have germinated. full 
light is essential. A day or two’s neglect, once they are 
above ground, may render them next to worthless. 

One great advantage of growing your own plants is that 
you can get exactly the varieties you want. Another is that 
tbe plants will be on hand, ready to set out when conditions 
are most favorable. Even the beginner will do well to try 
growing at least a few plants, thus acquiring a new skill 
which will be very useful in all his gardening work. 

When buying plants. do not be influenced dy size alone. 
Short, stocky plants with dark, tough-looking foliage. which 
have been hardened by a period of exposure to outdoor 
weather, are much to be preferred to those with soft, lush 
foliage taken direct from a greenhouse 

Success with vegetables depends to a great extent on 
what is done before they are planted. If the soil is not 
properly prepared in advance, no amount of aftercare and 
fertilizing will make up for this neglect. No “miracle” 
soil treatment or foliar feeding alone is going to produce 
maximum crops. 

Proper soil preparation includes consideration of three 
distinct factors: mechanical condition, humus content and 
plant food. I have often referred to this combination as 
the gardener’s milking: stool—a very firm foundation if it 
has all three legs. but more or less useless if any one leg 
is missing. 

The first of these foundations is mechanical condition. 
Soil for vegetables should be dug or plowed at least 8 
inches deep. better 10 or 12 inches. and so pulverized as to 
be of uniform texture with no hard lumps. and free from 
stones and roots. This is especially important where root 
crops are to be grown. Once clayey soi] has been well 
worked, chemical soil conditioner will help to keep it in 
good condition longer. 

The second legz—humus content—is pro- {SEE PAGE

Why all the sadness and bitter complaining about the 
shady garden? It seems to be the pessimist’s big mo- 
ment when he can get the ear of a fellow gardener and 
say: “Of course, you can’t expect flowers here. You have 
a shady yard.” 

\ great many plants will thrive with little or no sun, 
if they have light. Few spots are too dark to grow any- 
thing. Most of the material of which I speak grows in 
my own garden, so I’m certain it stands various degrees 
of shade. 

Shrubs that grow and bloom freely in part shade in- 
clude laurel, azalea, rhododendron and the dogwoods 
spring; blue hydrangea and sweet pepperbush (clethra) 
in summer. For fall color, there’s beautyberry (calli- 
carpa), the several types of bush and vine euonymus and 
some of the cotoneasters. They will even grow under 
fairly heavy tree leafage, except under dense evergreens 
or maples. Out from under the trees but still where the 
shadows fall on them, they do beautifully.

Forsythia and spirea bloom very well where a house 
or tree cuts off the sun, and laburnum trees open fine 
yellow flowers with one hour’s sunshine a day. (My own 
gets no more.) This also applies to kerria. If you're 
more interested in foliage than in blossoms, you can 
grow mahonia, several kinds of privets and barberries. 
leucothoe and andromeda. 

A large beech tree darkens my garden until 10 A. M..

At ease in any garden, thriving on 
hot weather, a quick source of cut flowers 
all summer long, the zinnia possesses vir- 
tures obvious to beginner and expert 
alike. Its uses are so varied and, un- 
fortunately, its abuses so monumental 
that the practiced gardener is apt to 
dismiss the whole group as “just zinnias” 
—seen so often they are hardly noticed. 


Statistically, the zinnia is the world’s 
most popular annual, and one (in con- 
trast to sweet peas and asters) 
popularity is fairly recent.

In our own garden we find it advisable 
to make the first pruning just as soon as 
the leaf-buds begin to swell, paying no 
attention to the second type of pruning 
until we go over the beds a second time, 
two to four weeks later. 

In the first pruning, all broken and 
winter-injured wood is removed, and also 
surplus old canes from bushes that are 
tending to be overcrowded as well as 
spreading branches that show an inclina- 
tion to get tangled up with their neigh- 
bors. In the second pruning. made a/ter 
foliage growth has started sufficiently to 
indicate vigorous live wood, we remove 
any winter-injured shoots formerly over- 
looked and cut back healthy live wood in 
accordance with the type of plant we 
wish to develop in each case. 

The principle guiding such pruning is 
this:—In general, the more severe the 
pruning the larger and more perfect the 
blooms will be, but the number of blooms 
will be fewer. This applies particularly 
to teas and hybrid teas and to the larger 
flowered floribundas, recently reclassified 
as grandifloras.

CROWN GALL 


Crown gall is a bacterial disease, a 
roundish enlargement with a_ rough, 
irregular surface formed near the bud 
inion or on a root. If such a rose is 
iillowed to remain in the bed until it 
dies, the bacteria released can live a 
year or two in the soil, ready to infect 
a healthy rose put in for replacement. 
It is not always possible to diagnose 
this disease correctly (callus forma- 
tion around a wound may _ resemble 
it), but it does not pay to take a 
chance. Destroy a_ suspicious-looking 
bush; your nursery will probably re- 
place it. 

Root knot, a nematode disease ap- 
pearing as nodule-like swellings on the 
fibrous roots, is more common in the 
South than in the North. Destroy a 
bush with root enlargements immedi- 
ately, before the microscopic eelworms 
can infest your rose bed. Fallow soil 
can be disinfected with DD mixture or 
ethylene dibromide (available as Soil- 
Fume Caps which you can obtain from 
vour dealer). You cannot treat soil 
near living roses.

ROOT KNOT 


SPRING PRUNING TIME is the 
best time to get rid of cankers and 
pith borers—as well as scale, which 
is discussed later. Be sure to remove 
earth meunds or other mulch before 
starting proening operations. 

Brown conker. the most widespread 
and imo nt cane disease. starts as 
small. ro nd. purplish spots which soon 
develop white centers and red-purple 
margins. Many such spots are usually 
grouped together, and during winter 
beneath a moist mulch these coalesce 
to form large cankers with red and 
purple borders and little yellow spore 
tendrils oozing out of tan centers. 

Canes girdled by such cankers have 
their water supply shut off and die 
back from the top. So far as possible, 
cut out infected canes. But if you 
have to leave some in order to have 


any bush at all, don’t worry. Regular 
weekly spraying for black spot will 
gradually eliminate brown canker. 

Stem canker starts around insect 
wounds, frost cracks, thorn scratches 
and stubs left in pruning. The dark 
spores make a sooty mass just under 
the epidermis. To help control this 
disease, when pruning always cut close 
to a bud. never leaving more than 
14, inch of stub. During the growing 
season, cut just above a leaf. 

Pith borers may be bees. sawflies 
or wasps which enter through cut sur- 
faces to lay eggs in pith of canes. 


To control, avoid fall pruning, and 


STEM CANKER 


in spring cut down to sound wood. 
If stems die back suddenly in sum- 
mer, cut them out below the borers. 
Some people paint all cut surfaces. 
\lthough I have never found this 
necessary in my own practice, it may 
help in the South, where canes grow 
larger. 

SUMMER SPRAYING OR DUST- 
ING starts when the plants come into 
full foliage and leaves are expanded. 
It continues weekly until hard frost. 
The right all-purpose spray controls 
most insects and diseases in one op- 
eration. If you rely on dusting. you 
may need an occasional supplementary 
spray. 

Aphids, soft-bodied sucking plant 
lice, appear with the first leaves. There 
are several species, the pink and green 
potato aphid favoring potatoes in sum- 
mer, returning to roses when the po-

culent new shoots. As a result. bloom 
is sometimes misshapen and petals 
streaked. Any good contact spray will 
kill the aphids. Nicotine sulfate and 
soap, pyrethrum and rotenone are still 
effective. while malathion and lindane 
are more recent recommendations. 
DDT may increase aphid populations 
by killing lady beetles and_ parasitic 
wasps, which normally keep aphids in 
check. Some dusts do a fair job on 


PITH BORERS 


aphids, but the wetting and washing 
action of a spray makes it more efficient. 

Leafhoppers also appear in early 
spring. They are small wedge-shaped 
insects. whitish to light green. They 
suck from the underside of leaves, pro- 
ducing a pattern of white dots on the 
upper surface. Although rotenone in a 
combination spray is usually sufficient 
for the spring brood, DDT is much 
more effective and may be required for 
the devastating late summer and fall 
broods. These often move over to roses 
from apples. sucking the rose foliage 
entirely white. 

Rose slugs. sawfly larvae that look 
like very small slugs, are another early 
season menace. Greenish and either 
slimy or velvety, they feed by skeleton- 
izing the leaves. eating out everything 
but the epidermis. One species. the 
bristly rose slug. eats holes clear 
through the leaves in spring and comes 
around again in late summer. Climb-

attacked. Any stomach poison, rote- 
none, lead arsenate. DDT or metho- 
xychlor, gives control if applied early 
enough. 

Rose scale may thickly encrust the 
canes. Females are round and dirty 
white, the males white and very thin. 
Immediately after spring pruning, 
spray with liquid lime sulfur. 1 part to 
9 parts water if the bushes are still 
near dormant (at this strength the 
spray will burn foliage). Since lime 
sulfur will stain painted objects. a 
less effective oil spray may have to 
be substituted in the case of climb- 
ing roses on walls and trellises. Or 
you can wait until you see the little 
yellow crawlers in summer and spray 
with malathion. The dormant lime sul- 
fur spray is also an aid in disease con- 
trol. killing spores spread about by 
pruning operations and perhaps burn- 
ing out black spot cane lesions. 

Red spiders. both the two-spotted 
mite and other species. are more preva- 
lent where DDT has been used either 
for treating roses or for mosquito con- 
trol. The mites. just barely visible to 
the naked eye. may appear on leaf 
undersides in late April (in New 
Jersey) and increase in abundance 
through July. decreasing in August. 
They do most damage to bushes located 
near walls, houses, trees or hedges, 
where free air circulation is lacking.

Powdery mildew is another problem 
enhanced by poor air circulation. In

Most combination dusts on 
the market do not have enough sulfur 
to take care of mildew. Because sulfur 
burns in hot weather, do not use it 
when the temperature is above 85 

Copper is safe in the hottest weather, 
but strong coppers, such as bordeaux 
mixture, cause defoliation in cool, 
( loudy weather. For most rose Va- 
rieties. | have found ammoniacal cop- 
per (as in Tri-ogen) safe—and ef- 
ficient—at temperatures above 55 

Mildex, also known as Karathane 
and Iscothan, is a synthetic compound 
used by some greenhouse operators as 
a specific for powdery mildew. It is 
available for home gardeners this year 
in a combination dust (End-O-Pest 
Rose Dust). However, it may be in- 
jurious in hot. muggy weather. 

Rose rust, a rarity along the eastern 
seaboard, is prevalent along the Pacific 
Coast. On leaf undersides, numerous 
orange spore cushions the size of pin- 
heads give place in fall to black pus- 
tules of winter spores. The upper leaf 
surface has yellowish areas. Control 
with weekly applications of a carba- 
mate spray or dust: Fermate, Parzate 
or Dithan Z-78. 

Black spot is the most serious rose 
problem over most of the country. The 
fungus winters in old leaves on the 
ground or in cane lesions, and rain 
splashes the spores from the ground 
to lowest leaves and from one leaf to 
another. Infection occurs if the foli- 
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age remains wet six hours or more. 
The black spot, with distinctive fringed 
margin, is formed by dark fungus 
threads crisscrossing under the cuticle. 
Leaves of susceptible varieties often 
turn yellow and drop; leaves of tolerant 
varieties usually remain on the bush. 

To control black spot, apply a mulch 
of buckwheat hulls. ground corncobs 
or other material in spring, after the 
first feeding. This covering forms a 
mechanical barrier between spores in 
old leaves on the ground and the new 
foliage on the plant. Regular weekly 
spraying or dusting does the rest. 
Fermate, sulfur, copper and the new 
captan all control the disease if appli- 
cations are thorough and_ properly 
timed. You should spray before a rain 
instead of after, but if you spray weekly, 
there will always be enough protection 
for the next downpour. 

Avoid overhead watering or else 
do it early in the day, so that leaves 
will dry before night. Do not work 
with roses when they are wet. Also. 
be sure to pick off the first few spotted 
leaves before spores are splashed to 
other bushes. 

In addition to black spot, there are 
various other leaf spots. One is anthrac- 


nose, whose numerous small circular

Thrips menace the first June bloom 
of roses but are less troublesome later 
in the season. On infested plants. buds 
keep their petals tightly stuck _ to- 
gether or open part way. 
brown edges, and scurrying around in- 
side are the needle-thin thrips, which 
are cream, yellow or black. It is hard 
to reach them with a spray, but lin- 
dane in an aerosol bomb (Antrol Rose 
Spray Flower Bomb) is quite success- 
ful.

(June bug) feeds on flowers at night, 
and so does the small grayish southern 
weevil known as Fuller rose beetle. 
The rose curculio, red with a black 
curved snout, drills holes in buds but 
can be deterred with DDT. Diabrotics

or spotted cucumber beetle, yellow- 
green with black spots, is prevalent in 
the South and West and is found feed- 
ing on eastern rose petals in late sum- 
mer. Lindane is helpful. 

Rose midge is an insidious, heart- 
breaking affair. All of a sudden, usually 
in August, you realize you have lots 
of foliage and no flowers, not even any 
buds coming on for late bloom. On 
close examination you find small, black, 
dried buds, and sometimes you can find 
the tiny yellow maggots before they 
drop to the ground to pupate and pro- 
duce flies, which will lay eggs for the 
next generation. 

You can get almost complete con- 
trol—and bring the bushes back into

flowering the same season—by spray- 
ing bushes and ground thoroughly with 
DDT, 2 tablespoons of 50 per cent 
wettable powder to a gallon of water. 
Repeat two times more at 7- to 10-day 
intervals. 

Leaf-cutter bees are a late-summer 
curiosity. They may disfigure the foli- 
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age rather severely, but there is not 
much you can do about it. The bees 
do not eat the leaves but merely cut 
ovals and circles from the margin. They 
use this material to line their nests 
in the pith of woody shrubs. 

COMBINATION SPRAYS AND 
DUSTS for the control of most rose 
pests and diseases are sold under many 
trade names. You have to read the 
label to find the exact ingredients and 
their proportions. One mixture may 
contain Fermate, sulfur, DDT, lindane 
and Ovotran (ACP Rose and Floral 
Dust). Another combines Fermate and 
sulfur with methoxychlor and rotenone 
(Du Pont Floral Dust). A very new 
mixture is captan, Mildex, malathion 
and DDT (End-O-Pest Rose Dust). 
Copper, Fermate, lead arsenate, rote- 
none, pyrethrum and Ovotran are in a 
spray (Tri-ogen) which has helped 
many amateur rosarians win blue rib- 
bons. 

ABNORMAL MANIFESTATIONS, 
not due to insects, bacteria or fungi, 
are not uncommon in roses. A virus

disease appears as a yellow, zigzag pat- 
tern on leaves of rose plants originat- 
ing on the West Coast. However, you 
need not fear this yellow mosaic in 
your garden, because it is spread only 
in propagation. 

Small, fernlike leaves on roses usually 
indicate that 2,4-D has been used in 
the vicinity. Small burned spots pep- 
pered over foliage result from DDT 
which has been applied by mist blow- 
ers for mosquito control. Red spots on 
leaves may mean that copper was ‘ap- 
plied in cold, cloudy weather, and 
burned margins are an aftermath of 
sulfur used during too hot weather. 

Roses took the 1953 record high 
temperatures better than most plants, 
but some buds were literally blasted by 
the heat. Roses also withstood the 
drought amazingly well, coming back 
to good autumn. bloom—that is, unless 
trees and shrubs had stolen all avail- 
able water. Remember to plant roses 
far away from tree roots.

100 Beauties in Experts’ Lists 


ONE HUNDRED VARIETIES of daylilies— 
with 44 of them singled out for special 
mention—have been chosen by the mem- 
bers of the Hemerocallis Society in their 
annual poll of the most popular varie- 
ties across the country. Members voted 
for their favorite garden plantings and 
the society’s judges selected the award 
winners. 

These latter were headed by Revolute, 
a cool green-ycllow self, open with ruf- 
fled segments, developed by H. P. Sass. 
This won the 1953 Stout Medal by the 
necessary majority vote of the judges. 


The Award of Merit list of ten varieties 
receiving the highest number of judges’ 
votes, is headed this year by Garnet Robe 
(Milliken) a wide-petaled, velvety bloom 
garnet red with green throat.

[From PAGE 48] from white and pastels 
to richest reds, pictures of rare beauty 
can be achieved with little effort. 


Once properly planted. fed and 
mulched, phlox will provide bright 


bloom throughout the midsummer heat. 

Phlox may be successfully planted in 
spring or fall. The soil should be well 
spaded a foot deep, with a top dressing 
of well rotted manure, leafmold or peat- 
moss worked in to aerate the soil. Bone- 
meal, at the rate of 4% pound per square 
yard, may be incorporated into the top 
6 inches of soil. And if leafmold is used 
instead of manure, then any good 5-10-5 
fertilizer should be added. 

For best effect, group three or more 
plants of one variety together. remember- 
ing always to allow plenty of space be- 
tween—12 to 15 inches. After planting, 
mulch well with peatmoss or buckwheat 
hulls. Since phlox are heavy feeders. it 
is advisable to lift the mulch in late June 
and feed with 5-10-5, about, one table- 
spoon per plant, replacing the mulch 
afterwards. 

Since phlox like moisture, during dry 
spells their roots should be well soaked 
two or three times a week—although if 
this is not practical, a good mulch will 
carry them through. 

Phlox should be lifted and divided 
every two or three years, for they de- 
teriorate rapidly when the growth be- 
comes too woody and heavy. Use a sharp 
knife to cut off divisions (each of which 
should have four to six eyes) from the 
outer rim. Discard the woody center. 

Always cut off the flower cluster after 
it has bloomed. This serves a three-fold 
purpose. It encourages auxiliary growth, 
extends the blooming period and spares 
the plant the work of seed production. 
Moreover, if these seeds fall and germi- 
nate, the larger plants will be crowded 
out by a mass of young seedlings which 
are weak and never true to variety. 

In fall, cut off the old flower stalks and 
burn them to prevent spread of disease.

Mary Louise, which bears huge white 
flowers in August and September;

By manipulating your time 
of planting and your gladiolus types 
(early, midseason and late bloomers), 
you can have gladiolus in bloom from 
July until frost. 

Gladiolus will thrive in any soil that 
will grow good vegetables. For heavy, 
clay soils, add as much as you can of 
bulky organic matter such as flaky leaf- 
mold, compost and peatmoss. Very 
sandy soils also should be dressed with 
organic matter.

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6 to 18 corms spaced about 6 inches 
apart. Low-growing annuals—or bed- 
ding plants of begonia and pelargonium 
—in the foreground and in among them 
enhance their appearance and help to 
hide their bare legs. 

Several factors influence the spacing 
and depth of planting of gladiolus: the 
kind of gladiolus, soil type, method of 
planting and purpose. When planted 
in groups, miniatures and small-type 
varieties should be set about 4 inches 
apart and 4 or 5 inches deep; in rows, 
3 inches apart, the rows 18 inches apart. 
Regular and king-size varieties planted 
in groups, 6 inches apart, 6 inches deep 
in sandy soil, 4 inches in clay; in rows, 
3 or 4 inches apart (6 inches if for 
exhibition), the rows 20 to 30 inches 
apart. 

As for the actual planting and fer- 
tilizing operations, if you’re planting in 
rows, plow out your furrow with a hand 
plow, spread 5-10-5 fertilizer at the rate 
of 2 pounds per 100 feet, cover it with 2 
inches of soil, set the corms and fill in 
the remaining soil. For planting in 
groups in the flower border, follow the 
method suggested for dahlias. 

When planting is completed, smooth 
the surface soil by raking it lightly. In 
about two weeks, before the shoots reach 
the surface, cultivate shallowly with a 
scuffle hoe and repeat when the shoots 
are above ground. When the plants are 
about 8 inches tall, it’s advisable to ap- 
ply a mulch of organic material, the 
same type mulch as for dahlias—unless, 
of course, you are planning for clean 
cultivation: 

When the flower spikes are visible, if 
you are not satisfied with the vigor of 
the plants, put on a side dressing of 
5-10-5 at the rate of 2 pounds to 100 
feet of row. You can either make a fur- 
row 3 inches deep, 4 or 5 inches from 
the row, or else scratch the mulch away, 
scatter fertilizer and replace the soil or 
mulch. 

The insects most likely to be bother- 
some to gladiolus are thrips. Corms 
purchased by mail or from a good gar- 
den store are likely to have been treated, 
but if you are using your own stock or 
if the corms were not treated, they should 
be dusted in paper bags with 5 per cent 
DDT. Leave them in the bags in a tem- 
perature of 60° for two weeks prior to 
planiing. Then when the shoots reach 
a height of 8 inches, start dusting them 
at weekly intervals with 5 per cent DDT.

James R. Fleming, representing the 
Midwest, has a nursery in Lincoln, 
Nebraska, where winters are severe and 
summers dry. He says, “To be accept- 
able here, a variety must bloom normally 
by the first week in October.” His selec- 
tions were from 400 named varieties, 
based on the performance over two 
years. 

J. Paul Keeney, past president of the 
Pittsburgh Chrysanthemum Society, has 
a nursery near Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. 
He bases his Northeastern selection on 
a study of some 400 named varieties 
in 14 plots in a radius of 60 miles of 
Pittsburgh. He used as a yardstick the 
following points: healthy foliage, strong 
stems, lasting color, appeal to the visit- 
ing public and resistance to disease and 
insects. 

Mr. and Mrs. Michael C. Berry have 
a garden of about an acre in size in 
Seattle, Washington. They represent the 
Pacific Northwest. They raise about 5,000 
plants in 600 varieties and each year 
have a turnover of 200 or more varieties. 
In their selection, they had the help of 
some 8,000 persons who visited their 
garden. 

Marvin M. Beskeen, Sacramento, Cali- 
fornia, not only has the varieties in his 
own garden but also the resources of 
the Sacramento Chrysanthemum Society, 
of which he is past president. His South- 
west list represents the dryer and warmer 
parts of California, Texas, Arizona, etc. 

These lists of 25 are not necessarily 
the “best” or even the “most popular.” 
However, they may serve as guides and 
anyone growing the varieties in the region 
from which they are reported may be as- 
sured of success.

Your Vegetable Garden 


[From paGE 51] vided by organic mat- 
ter. In former days this was usually sup- 
plied by stable manures, but since 
automobiles do not provide this com- 
modity, we must now depend upon com- 
post, “green” manures (crops grown to 
be dug under to decay in the soil), and 
humus purchased in the form of peat- 
moss, prepared peat soils or commercial 
(dried) manures. This matter of humus 
is usually the weak leg, the one the’ be- 
ginning gardener neglects. Get all the 


| humus-making materials, of any kind, 


that you possibly can. Humus keeps the 
soil porous and open, ready to absorb 
and to hold moisture, warmer in cold 
weather and cooler in hot, and easy to 
cultivate. 

Plant food—the third essential—is 
more easily provided. For garden pur- 
poses any high grade complete fertilizer 
will do. Standard analyses vary accord 
ing to soil conditions in different sec- 
tions: 5-10-5 and 4-8-12 (the figures 


| indicating percentages of nitrogen, phos- 


phoric acid and potash), are those com- 
monly encountered. 

To prepare a vegetable plot, first, dig 
deep and pulverize the soil well; next, 
spread on humus-making material (2 
inches or more of compost, peatmoss or 
its equivalent) and cultivate in as deep 
as you can; and last, add 3 to 5 pounds 
of fertilizer per 100 square feet whether 
you are planting seeds or 
plants, or both. 

After the soil has been dug and en- 
riched, the surface should be leveled and 
smoothed by a final going over with an 
iron rake. On new soil, this will usually 
require two operations; the first to re- 
move any remaining roots and stones, the 
second to get a really fine, smooth sur- 
face. As small seeds are covered only 
Y% to'\% inch, and as good germination 
depends largely upon having the soil in 
close contact with the seeds, this is most 
important. 

It will both save time and assure a 
neater job if labels are prepared in ad- 
vance and put in place exactly where 
each row is to go, according to a pre- 
pared planting plan. (See February

4-% 46 15 
issue, page 58). Now stretch a stout 


garden line as a guide, and mark the 
rows with a pointed stick along it. For 
very small seeds, the corner of a hoe 
(often advocated for this job) is much 
large. Keep all rows perfectly 
straight and parallel. This is not merely 
a matter of neatness; it will be of great 
advantage in subsequent weeding and 
cultivating. 

Do not sow seeds too thickly. To do 
so only means extra work in thinning 
out after the plants are up. With the 
back of a narrow-bladed hoe, firm seeds 
into the soil before covering to assure 
close contact. Then pull fine soil over 
the seeds to required depth, tamping 
down only lightly. 

Larger seeds, such as peas and corn, 
are planted in furrows 2 to 4 inches 
deep. For early plantings, cover only 
1 to 2 inches deep at first, and then fill 
in as the plants grow. 

If you decide to set out plants—cab- 
bage, broccoli, cauliflower, lettuce— 
make sure that they have been well hard- 
ened. Mark off positions in row; dig 
out a good trowel-size hole at each point 
and in the bottom mix thoroughly a 
trowel full of a mixture of three parts 
dried manure and one part bone meal; 
refill hole with loose soil and set plant. 
Press the soil around its roots very firmly, 
and deep enough so first leaves are just 
above ground level. If soil is at all dry, 
water thoroughly in hole before planting. 

In case unexpected hard freezing 
weather threatens, plants may be pro- 
tected by covering temporarily with plas- 
tic domes, hotkaps, or even newspaper 
tents held in place by soil. 

With early planting finished, the gar- 
dener can relax, so far as his vegetable 
plot is concerned, for a few weeks. 
Chances are though that he will not! 
Instead he'll be poking in the soil to see 
if his seeds are beginning to sprout. 
Next month we will have something to 
say about their early care; and also how 
to get the tender crops planted.¢

Shade Problem 


[From pace 55] violets require little 
care and give a bountiful harvest. Plant 
only the choicer named varieties and have 
something really good. In a corner, where 
you want to cover the ground and still 
have spring flowers to pick, put a patch 
of undemanding lily-of-the-valley. 

Anemone hupehensis goes to 14 
inches, and gives quantities of mauve 
blooms. At least three other varieties 
of anemone prove satisfactory. Then 
if there’s a damp spot, forget-me-nots 
are fine, especially Myosotis palustris 
with its large, yellow-eyed blossoms. 

In the cracks of the walk or in a 
rock garden try Arenaria verna, which 
thrives in either sun or shade, and has 
pretty white flowers. Also at home 
among rocks are lewisia, with beautiful 
rosettes of leaves like saxifrage and soft 
pink flowers on 8-inch stems, and sweet 
woodruff, a fine scented fern that re- 
minds one of new-mown hay. This 
sweet woodruff makes a good ground- 
cover. as do Vinca minor (Bowles va- 
riety. with blue flowers) and the ex- 
tremely hardy Euonymus kewensis, with 
neat growth and rich dark green foli- 
age. 

In June. columbine blooms. I have 
never seen better columbine than in 
my shady garden. Mine are A. coerulea, 
but all do well without full sun. Iris 
is not supposed to be a shade plant, but 
I have fourteen kinds. While they may 
not do as well as in a sunny garden, 
I give them the highest. brightest spot 
I can, and they do not disappoint me. 

Throughout the summer. the garden 
has plenty of flowers. Down the center 
of the same bed where the bulbs ap- 
pear in spring is a collection of lilies. 
Not in a row. but in clumps spaced at 
intervals. are the regals. speciosum, 
formosanun,, umbellatum. tigrinum 
(both single and double); the red 
mongol, and last but by far the finest 
of all. hybrid auratum. 

Eupatorium, the hardy ageratum, is 
a robust plant. good in the wild garden 
but usable any place. The purplish 
blue flowers look much like the annual 
ageratum. And don’t forget to put in a 
few ferns. 

Two flowers of the field, meadowrue 
and meadowsweet, grow well and com- 
bine gracefully with other shady garden 
subjects. The first (thalictrum) has 
fine foliage and rosy purple blooms, 
and the second (Spiraea alba; the 
double ones are best) have tall. fluffy 
white panicles. The spiderworts ( trade- 


scantia). much improved in_ recent 
years, range’ from white through 
rose to purple. Persistent bloomers, 
they survive even bad neglect. 


If you want a tall plant, use lythrum 
not the old purple, but the new 
Morden’s Pink that blooms most of the 
summer. Aconite or monkshood, either 
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Spark's variety or Wilson’s tall beauty, 
will make up for the absence of sun- 
loving delphiniums. Another spike 
plant, liatris or gayfeather, performs 
beautifully for me with almost no sun. 

Beebalm or bergamot in white, pink 
or red, the brilliant blue plumbago and 
paler blue pulmonaria are all well 
worth trying. If you want a daisy- 
shaped flower, purple coneflower (rud- 
beckia) stands shade and. blooms pro- 
fusely. 

If the soil is damp, the yellow trol- 
lius will bloom, as will brilliant red 
Lobelia cardinalis and the plumy 
white snakeroot (cimicifuga). So will 
the black hellebore or Christmas rose. 

Just one more suggestion will com- 
plete the list. Fuchsia magellanica, an 
out-of-the-ordinary plant, grows best in 
shade and blooms the summer threugh. 
The purple variety and the white one 
make excellent foils for each other. Not 
too hardy, F. magellanica can be trusted 
with protection in the New York lati- 
tude. 

Don’t be afraid of the shady garden. 
Just make one and go right on enjoy- 
ing it, to the shame of those poor mis- 
guided mortals who will no doubt go 
on saying it can’t be done.©

YOUR LAWN is 
the key to your garden 











Call it the key, the carpet of your outdoor living room or what you will. Still, of all the 
elements that compose a landscape or garden scheme, none is more important than the 
lawn. The lawn is to the garden picture what a sweep of meadow is to the natural land- 
scape. By the constant play of light and shadows over its surface, it gives life and move- 
ment to the whole scene. The lawn can be likened to a lake in a woodland setting which 
supplies an illusion of distance. In a scheme that relies so much on the varying shapes of 
trees and shrubs and the numerous hues and values of flowers, the lawn is the element that 
gives relief to the eye and therefore a feeling of relaxation. 

But the lawn has other functions which are not always so pronounced. It is the link, the 
cementing principle of design called unity, that more than any other ties the house, the 
terrace and the garden parts into a whole. The lawn gathers and holds together a series 
of scattered, sometimes opposing elements, giving purpose to the scheme. It provides the 
setting for the outdoor living room, the tapestries of which, supplied by nature herself,

are in constant change, from one season to another. 

Naturally the size of the lawn area has much to do 
with its effect for there is a relationship between 
the size of the lawn and the extent of the entire area 
to be planted. To reduce the lawn to the very mini- 
mum in the belief that this reduces upkeep is often 
as unsound esthetically as it is wrong practically. 
Maintaining a small grass area is sometimes a more 
complicated procedure than caring for large lawns. 

Though we may talk of substitutes for grass— 
ground cover plants such as pachysandra for shade 
and memorial rose for steep, sunny banks, or flag- 
stone paving, to name a few—actually there is no 
substitute for good grass. No other plant can supply 
an earth cover as quickly or as economically, allow 
itself to be used as a playground or sports area, in 
short take extreme punishment and so quickly renew 
itself. 

And here’s another aspect of the lawn all too 
seldom thought of: the temporary effect it has on 
temperature, especially on a hot day or evening. 
In its active growth process, grass, like all plants, 
continuously throws off moisture which cools the 
air in the vicinity. Paved areas reflect the heat, grass 
absorbs it. The difference in temperature between a 
paved area and the lawn may be as much as 20 degrees 
on a hot day. 


Irregularities in the lawn surface, that is land con- 
tours or true differences in grade (not mere sunken 
areas or bumps which show poor grading), should be 
preserved where possible. These create the effect of 
more space. The area looks larger than if the sur- 
face is entirely flat. On a strictly level area, contours 
are difficult to simulate unless the area is large. The 
same effect can often be given by the use of trees 
and shrubs, which when skillfully placed, cast shadows 
and interrupt distance. 

When is a lawn most beautiful? Some would say 
early in the morning when it is spangled with dew. 
For others who can see only the promise of spring 
when autumn arrives, a lawn is lovely when it is hoary 
with the first hard frost. And for the light-hearted, 
a lawn is something not only to gaze upon, but also to 
feel, especially with bare feet! 

But the play of light and shadow which are con- 
stantly on the move give the fullest charm to a lawn 
area, especially if there is a balance between open 
and planted space. Care must be exercised that the 
trees cast shadows on your lawn and not on the area 
beyond your neighbor’s fence. Shadows are longer 
in the afternoon when they creep outwards to change 
the hues of green. Then the lawn comes into its true 
place and perspective, giving a feeling of refresh- 
ment and repose as evening shadows fall.® 
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How satisfying would the scene below be without the 
presence of a lovely lawn? Serving the same purpose 
as a small pond, it points to the surrounding land- 
seape of plants with different textures and forms, 
yet is beautiful enough to draw attention to itself. 
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When the home grounds are made up of such 
unrelated elements as rose beds, flower gardens, 
play area and terrace, as above, the lawn is re- 
sponsible for giving the entire scene unity. 





When grass will not thrive—and we must face the fact that some areas, as below, may 
be just too shady—shade-tolerant plants such as pachysandra must be used. Other se- 


lections for such a location might be English ivy, ajuga, lily-of-the-valley or vinca (myrtle). 














Lawns in the MIDWEST 


R. Milton Carleton enthuses over 


the merits of Merion blue grass 


THE MOST NEGLECTED PART of the home planting program 
is the lawn. Although grass and its care eat up the biggest 
part of the planting dollar. practically no research has 
been made into its problems. 

If anyone feels that a scientific study of lawn problems 
is unnecessary, let him try to make sense out of recom- 
mendations by various authorities. Take for example the 
recommendation for new lawns to sow one pound of seed to 
300 square feet and for old lawns. to sow a pound to 600 
square feet. Just why is this rigid, exact specification re- 
peated ad nauseum? Simply because fifty years or so ago, 
somebody picked that figure out of a clear sky, put it 
down on paper and from that day on, it was gospel. 

But what grass seed are you sowing? Is it ryegrass or 
fescue with between 200,000 and 300,000 seeds to the 
pound? Is it Velvet bent with 6,000,000 seeds? Or Ken- 
tucky bluegrass with closer to 3.000.000? It makes a dif- 
ference. In the first instance, we'll wind up with about five 
seeds to the square inch. If only one-third of them survive, 
we'll have a good temporary lawn. ; 

If. however, we sow bent. with over 100 seeds to the 
square inch, we are practically mulching the soil with 
seed. If only one seed in ten survives, we are in serious 
trouble, with 10 plants to the square inch (each of which 
should occupy about one square inch). Grass does not 


tolerate crowding any more than does lettuce or petunias. 
Why half the quantity when we are seeding old lawns? 
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At first glance, this seems sensible, since we already have 


some plants growing and merely want to fill in bare spots. 

Actually. when seed falls between old plants, it has far 

less chance to germinate and thrive than when growing 

on an equal footing with other seedlings in a new lawn. 

Instead of using less seed we need to use more. Certainly, 

the question of how much seed to sow deserves far more 

attention than the parroting of a recommendation made 50 

years ago without any scientific basis. 

Another question that has been badly handled is that 
of when to reseed an old lawn to thicken up the old 
grass. Ninety nine out of 100 “experts” will advise sowing 
from mid-August to early September (which is the best 
time to seed a new lawn) or in spring. following rolling 
and topdressing, just after new growth starts. 

For years, I have studied these recommendations and 
find they result in close to 100° waste of good seed. The 
young seedlings have very little chance to grow in com- 
petition with the established grasses, and soon disappear. 

Another phase of lawn making that cries for study is 
that of the species used for planting. In the Middle West, 
every species (with one single exception) used for lawn 
purposes is an alien, exotic grass poorly adapted to pro- 
vide a thick, green healthy turf in spring, summer and 
fall. 

Perhaps the best example is Kentucky bluegrass. Even 
its name is a phony: it has been grown in Kentucky for 
less than 200 years! Most of the Kentucky bluegrass seed 
sold in the United States is harvested in Missouri. Its 
native home is Europe and the British Isles where tem- 
peratures over 80 degrees for any length of time are con- 
sidered a heat wave. If it is exposed to temperatures above 
80, it goes dormant, and does not revive until cool weather 

returns in autumn. By that time, 
the heat-loving weeds have taken 
over the lawn. Yet it is this grass 
which is recommended as _ the 
basic species for seeding Mid- 
western lawns! 

/ Nor do the fescues and bents 
offer much more. If given fan- 
tastic care at high cost, bents 

make beautiful lawns, but are be- 
yond the capacities of the average 
home owner. The fescues are so 
highly susceptible to leaf spot 
liseases that a clean healthy 
lawn of fescue is indeed a rare 
thing. 

Since I have complained about 

the shabby state of lawn knowl- 

edge in the Middle West, | am 
obligated to suggest a remedy. 
he logical place to start is with 
he selection of the grass which 

s to be planted. 

To my knowledge. there ex- 

ists only one grass which evolved 
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naturally under conditions similar to those found in the 
Middle West. That grass is Merion bluegrass, discovered 
as an accidentally-developed variety in a turf near Phila- 
delphia. This is the closest species we have to a native 
American grass that will keep growing in our summer 
heat, withstand leaf spot diseases, and make a dense solid 
turf which weeds cannot dominate. 

My first recommendation, therefore, is that if the lawn 
is one where Merion bluegrass can be expected to sur-

Rosalie Doolittle lets us in on 
her “witches brew” formula 


THERE IS NO SECRET FORMULA for a good lawn, wherever 
it may be planted. Results are always obtained if it is 
planted on a good seed bed, and if it has food and drink— 
in moderation, of course. Just as we humans are healthy 
on a regular well balanced diet, all things planted in a 


garden are content and healthy if the same pattern is fol- 


lowed. 

Lawns in the Southwest do require some special atten- 
tion which results in success. Last summer, a_five- 
thousand-mile trip took us through the South and the Mid- 
west. After arriving home, I was surprised to find that 


right here in Albuquerque were some of the most beautiful 
lawns I had seen. Fine lawns are even more numerous in 
Denver, Colorado and Los Alamos, New Mexico. and -hose 
I saw in Amarillo, Texas would satisfy anyone. 

My own lawn, built three years ago for my new home, 
ilthough not perfect, is among the best. I tried all my pet 
theories in it so it can almost be classed as an experi- 
mental plot. 

Fortunately, no fill was needed as I kept the soil level 3 
inches lower than the walk, driveway and curb levels to 
.” This is one of the 
lawn owners’ greatest nuisances in much of this area. In 
four years, I have seen a lawn level rise as much as 4 


allow for buildup from “blow sand 


inches. Some lawn makers feel they must haul in new 
soil regardless. It is much more advisable to spend the 
money for more manure and peat moss. If fill is needed, 
never use the dead earth from basement excavations. All 
of our Southwest soil, with the exception of mountain 
areas, lacks humus. With the pine sawdust available for 
the hauling, I put 2 inches over the area (pine sawdust is 
not as good as that from oak or other woods). This I ex- 
posed to our Southwest sunshine for two months to leach 
away the resins. After all debris from building was re- 
moved, I covered the area with one inch of cow manure 
ind had the area rotary tilled.

about a half inch in depth—and raked into the soil. 
It was lightly sprinkled and allowed to stand overnight. 
Early next morning, when there was no trace of wind, 
the blue grass and clover seed were spread. I walked in 
one direction and then crosswise to get complete covers 
age. Raking this time was light. The clover germinates 
quickly and is good for the soil although many dislike 
its appearance. I think it gives texture and interest to 
a lawn just as a deep, shaggy pile or cut design gives ine 
terest to a rug. The clover is good for the soil. 

The seeded soil was not allowed to dry out until after 
germination was complete and it could gradually be 
weaned from so much water. After the lawn was estab- 
lished. because of water rationing. I wanted to see just 
how long it could go without water and still remain 
healthy. I found it could go four days if irrigation 
was thorough and deep. I always had difficulty in trying 
to persuade others to go this long. Lack of water is 
frightening and every gardener should make an effort 
to conserve it. I always irrigate after severe wind storms. 

In maintaining the lawn, remove all weeds as they 
appear. Early morning irrigation—and never after 
4:00 P.M. is the rule. This helps to prevent diseases. 


Ben Arthur Davis reveals that the

CENTIPEDE, St. AUGUSTINE and the zoysias are being ex- 
tensively planted in the Middle South and Deep South. 
Centipede and St. Augustine are well adapted for use in 
the sandy soils of the Gulf Coast areas. The zoysias give 
good results in the Upper South where they supplement 


Dangerous chemicals and weed killers are not used. 
The time thay come when this may be necessary, but I 
shall use utmost caution in selection and application. 
Lawns should be raked several times during severe periods 
of higher temperatures to aerate them. They should not 
be cut shorter than 2 inches. Fertilizer should never be 
applied in extreme heat. Early morning or evening is 
the ideal time. Of course, thorough watering after appli- 
cation is imperative. 

We have our share of pests and diseases. There are 
army worms and sod web worms. Reliable products 
should always be used to fight these. Timing is important 
and several applications may be necessary. Proper morn- 
ing irrigation helps in the protection from fungus diseases. 

Crabgrass and dandelions are everybody’s trouble. 
Daily digging is best. I had several patches of crabgrass 
too big to dig and I found Kone successful. It burned 
the clover. but did not kill the roots as some of the 
products I tried did. 

The perfect grass does not exist although progress 
with new mixtures is being made. Bluegrass and clover 
are still best with Bermuda to serve the extreme south- 


eastern areas of our Southwest. Good [SEE PAGE 94

bluegrass and the other perennial grasses. The different 
forms of Bermuda and carpet grass are being used. but 
not so widely as formerly. St. Augustine and the zoysias 
are the favorite grasses for full shade. Both do very well 
in the sun as well, of course. 

Dichondra has not been planted extensively. A three- 
year test on my own grounds showed a very heavy loss 
during two successive dry years. 

Any balanced fertilizer will serve very well as a plant 
food for lawn grasses in the South, but preference is given 
high-test brands. Liquid fertilizers, applied with garden 
hose attachments, are becoming increasingly popular 
their use is definitely on the increase. 

Experience tells us that the best watering technique 
for our long hot summers is to soak the ground to a depth 
of several inches and then apply no more water until the 
grass gets thoroughly thirsty and definitely shows need of 
water. The new soil-soaking watering devices seem to 
be preferred to other types. : 

In the use of new chemicals, Southern gardeners have 
been somewhat cautious about accepting them, but all 
doubt has been dispelled and many of the newly-intro- 
duced garden remedies are now being widely employed. 
Chlordane and Dieldrin are the accepted controls for ants 
and other pests; maleic hydrazide is coming into general 
use as a grass control: and 2,4-D and 2,4.5-T are the 
recognized weed and brush killers. 

Seed of bluegrass is planted in the fall; centipede, St. 
Augustine and the zoysias, which are established by sprig- 
ging or sodding are planted in the spring or summer, 
preferably in the spring.

Norvell Gillespie finds that crab 


grass is biggest lawn problem 


CRABGRASS CONTROL is a big problem here in the West. It 
is unfortunate that the average home owner is still hav- 
ing trouble with crabgrass killers, probably due to proper 
lack of identification of crabgrass. Lots of people don’t 
know the difference between devil grass, bent grass, etc., 
and treat them instead of crabgrass. The first step is to 
identify your enemy—positively—bhefore 
launching an attack. Another headache 
people wait ‘til mid-summer to start the 
fight against it. It is hard to kill then and 
besides, many of the crabgrass killers 
will not do a 100 per cent job, discoloring 
the lawn as well. 

Gaining momentum here in the West, 
particularly in Southern California as well 
as in the Utah area, is the use of lead 
arsenate in the late winter and _ early 
spring months as a pre-emergence treat- 
ment to kill crabgrass seed, rather than 
the plant. Early spring would be better 
than late winter, despite the high-powered 
claims of the promoters of the product. 
(Pax is trade name of one). 

Chlordane, especially in a 44 per cent 
liquid concentration, is the real answer 
to cleaning up pesky ants in lawns. 

Maleic hydrazide has not caught on 
with the average home owner because it 
requires a little technical know-how for 
proper use and conditions must be right. 
Most home owners give up after the first failure. Its best 
use is for edging purposes. My prediction is that pro- 
fessionals will use it in greater quantities, while amateurs 
will tend to forget it. 

2,4-D, and especially the new, improved formulations 
containing 2,4,5-T as well, are here to stay for control of 
broad-leaved weeds. Home owners are using them in 
great volume. The advantage of combining 2,4-D and 
2.4,5-T together is that the low volatile ester lessens the 
danger of 2.4-D fumes harming nearby plants. The same 
material, besides killing lawn weeds, also kills poison oak, 
(big headache out here in the West), poison ivy, black- 
berry vines, willows, and other bushy plants. 

The big trend in the last two years has been towards 
use of soluble fertilizers, including also those made from 
fish residue. 

Southern Californians are still using huge quantities of 
weed-free steer manure for lawn feeding purposes. 

The chief reason that the housewives are finding liquid 
fish fertilizers so useful is that they can be easily applied 
through handy lawn sprayers which fasten on the end of 
garden hoses for pressure and automatic dilution.

Obviously, it is much easier for a gal to feed a lawn this 
way than to rassle with 100-pound sacks of fertilizer. 
Much investigation work is going on at the University 
of California branch at Davis under the direction of 
Robert Hagen. These critical studies reveal that grasses 
root to much greater depth than commonly thought 
Bermuda roots go down to 41% feet, even bent grasses 
formerly thought very shallow, go reasonably deep. 
Studies also reveal that many grasses, which do not root 
deeply by habit, can be made to root deeply with heavy, 
infrequent applications of water. Merion bluegrass, for 
example, could go for 30 days even in this hot interior 


country, without irrigation, as long as it was watered 
thoroughly when it was watered. There was no ap- 
preciable loss of color between drinks, either 

Merion bluegrass is being used in greater quantities this 
year, due to the fact that prices have come down and 
more of it is available to dealers. Much confusion still 
exists as to whether it should be used as a basic part of 
a good mixture (at least 30 per cent by volume to do any 
good) or whether to use it alone. In the opinion of many 
golf course superintendents it is best when used straight. 
An unsuspected weakness has just cropped out: it is 
susceptible to rust disease, particularly in periods of 
prolonged damp weather followed by heat. The disease is 
not fatal. but it still makes the lawn take on a rusty ap- 
pearance. The general consensus is that it is still the 
most important development in the grass world in decades. 

Dichondra is becoming more popular each season. Its 
greatest appeal to the new home owner is that it can get 
by on just two or three mewings per year. Its disadvan- 
tages: It often gets patchy. uneven, and brown for 60 to 
90 days in summer immediately after the flowering period 
when the leaves drop off in great numbers. | SEE pace 90 |

tration of lime, fertilizer, water and in- 
secticides. There are several cultivating 
machines, coring machines and spikers 
on the market. Here your best source of 
information is your nearest ‘golf course 
superintendent. Call up the golf club, 
ask for the golf superintendent, and ask 
him what sort of tool you should have for 
cultivating your lawn. The local golf 
course supply dealer also can give you 
this information. In addition, you ought 
to have a sod plugger to move plugs of 
good sod to the worn or bare places for 
immediate repair. This really is far more 
effective during all seasons of the year 
than trying to re-establish grass by re- 
seeding. Certainly you will need a lawn 
cart for hauling lime, fertilizer, soil and 
other things. You will need a lawn 
broom and, for my part, I like to have a 
lawn sweeper, something to remove ex- 
cess clippings when they are heavy, and 
to remove leaves, twigs and other debris. 
A fertilizer spreader is not absolutely 
necessary on a very small lawn because 
you can do the job by hand. For larger 
lawn areas a spreader is helpful. 


There are so many gadgets for 
watering lawns that I am con- 
fused. What is the best way? 


: % The best lawn watering device is 
sa ‘a sprinkler that puts the water 
down in an even pattern, uni- 
formly, at a rate at which the soil can 
absorb it. There is no use applying wa- 
ter faster than the soil can take it in. 
You just get runoff and waste water and 
that is very inefficient. There are a great 
number of good lawn sprinklers on the 
market which throw a good pattern and 
deliver the water uniformly. More im- 
portant than the watering device is how 
you use it. Water should be applied to 
a lawn only when the grass needs it, 
and then the soil should be soaked to a 
depth of 6 to twelve inches. It should be 


allowed to become quite dry before water 
is again applied. We are going to learn 
how to save water rather than use it in 
abundance.

If the grass is thin and consider-

means leave the clippings on the 
lawn. But, when you have a good solid 
dense turf and you get a flush of growth 
in the spring, then it is a pretty good idea 
to remove the excess clippings. Diseases 
develop under the clippings so rapidly 
that it is possible to ruin a stand of grass 
by leaving the clippings on for even a 
few days. I like to remove the clippings 
because it is something like sweeping up 
the litter on the living room rug after the 
kids have been in there on a rainy after- 
noon.

r The best way to start fighting 
crabgrass this year is to begin 

planting those grasses that can 
crowd out the crabgrass. In the north, 
where bluegrass is used, Merion blue- 
grass will do a better job of fighting 
crabgrass than the common Kentucky 
bluegrass. Farther south, where zoysia 
can be grown, we know that zoysia will 
fight crabgrass on its own terms and win. 
Still farther south, Bermuda grass and 
zoysia and other warm-season grasses can 
fight crabgrass if they are properly man- 
aged, fertilized and watered. You can 
start fighting crabgrass on any day of 
the year when the ground is not frozen or 
bone dry. There are a number of chemi- 
cals on the market, many of which have 
given questionable results.

New Lawn Tools for ’54 


ou can bet your bottom dollar that

beautiful lawn just didn’t happen 
by it naturally. The chances are that he 
carefully prepared the soil before seed- 
ing; he used the right seed mixture; he 
follows a regular fertilization program; 
and maintains it with the right tools. 

Careful selection of lawn pays 
off twofold: it will result in a better job 
and the job will be much easier to do.

This is 
the BANTAM, made by the E. F. Britten 
Co. It works on the whirling blade prin- 
ciple and is just as useful for trimming 
hedges as the lawn. But the new inova- 
tion is an edging guide which allows 
you to turn it on its side for use as an 
edger along walks and drives. This looks 
like a good two-in-one lawn tool. 

If you’re like me, you never paid too 
much attention to the various engines 
available for different mowers. At the 
Garden Supply Show, though, I was able 
to see the difference. Basically, there are 
two types of engines: the four-cycle, 
which has been manufactured on a large 
scale for years by such concerns as Briccs 
& Stratton, Lauson, CLINTON and Con- 
TINENTAL, and the two-cycle, much lighter 
in weight with fewer moving parts and 
greatly improved in recent 
Power Propucts. 

Both types are used on power mowers 
and are made with either a vertical or 
horizontal shaft. The vertical shaft en- 
gines are used mainly on rotary mowers 
as the shaft points down and the blade is 
attached directly. This eliminates the 
use of belts, chains or gears. Horizontal 
engines are the mainstay with the reel 
type machines. 

The difference in operation is primarily 
with the gasoline.

FesruARY—Fertilize—by —apply- 
ing just ahead of the normal flush 
of spring growth to put the turf in 
better condition to fight off weeds 
and fungus troubles later. 

Marcu—Good time to plant new 
lawns and patch up old ones in Cali- 
fornia and the Southwest: however. 
in the Pacific Northwest dig the site 
on days when weather permits. work 
in rotted manure, chemical soil con- 
ditioners, etc., let the weeds germi- 
nate, kill them chemically, then plant 
grass seed following month when 
soil is warmer, so that germination 
is quicker.

The colonial bent grasses provide a 
dense, high quality turf. They are tol- 
erant of wet, acid soils, but they are 
often severely troubled by diseases, espe- 
cially when the turf becomes older. 
They do not. fare too well in hot, dry 
weather, which makes them more use- 
ful in the New England states than in 
the New York City-New Jersey area. 

Rough-stalked bluegrass, Poa trivialis, 
is tolerant of wet, shaded areas but tends 
to fail in hot, dry weather. It makes 
good quality turf and can be used for 
shaded lawns. 

Perennial ryegrass is a temporary 
grass that has good color and grows 
quickly on poor soils that are properly 
limed and fertilized. In spite of the 
fact that it is a poor sod-former, in- 
tolerant of heat, and tough to mow, it 
may be classed as our most useful tem- 
porary grass. 

Grasses that should be omitted or 
questioned for home lawns _ include 
Alta fescue and Kentucky 31 fescue 
which have some good qualities as turf 
grasses, but are too coarse for use on 
the average home lawn.

dark green against the dead brown of 
the original plantings.) 

Success cannot be had in less than 
three years. I do feel the wait is worth 
the effort. The time of seeding is very 
important. It must be done before March 
lst (possibly somewhat later as far north 
as Minnesota). The trick is to scatter 
the seed between the old grass while it is 
dormant and will not compete with the 
new seedlings, and when the _ honey- 
combed surface is in condition to protect 
the seed. 

Even with this protection, however, 
less than one seed in 100 will survive. 
That is why I recommend sowing one 
pound of Merion to 600 square feet when 
overseeding an old lawn. 

Since there will not be enough seed of 
Merion bluegrass to go around, the home 
lawn maker may have to do his patching 
with other species. If so, try seeding 
these at the rate of a pound to 300 square 
feet on old lawns« On new lawns, a pound 
to 500 square feet for bluegrass is not too 
thin. 

I feel it is a waste of good money to 
sow seed without treating with a good 
fungicide like Arasan or Spergon. Treat- 
ment costs a few cents a pound and makes 
the seed go at least one third farther. 
A 25-cent packet of Arasan used on a 
pound of Merion bluegrass that costs $5 
will make that pound do the work of $7.50 
worth of seed without treatment. Since 
Kentucky bluegrass is today selling at

the highest price in history, seed treat- 
ment of that species is just plain Scotch 
sense. 

More seed is probably killed by drying 
out than by any other agency. Regular 
watering saves seed. I set the sprinkler 
so it will cover the seeded area without 
moving. Every morning that rain is not 
predicted, 1 turn on the sprinkler for half 
an hour. In the evening, it is again 
turned on for 30 minutes. This sounds 
like a lot of water, but it certainly gets 
the seed off to a good start. In the end 
it saves time, labor and money. 

As long as I am attacking practices 
hallowed by time. I might as well go the 
whole hog. One of my pet peeves is the 
heavy lawn roller—a device of the devil 
for destroying lawns! We know that the 
worst enemy of the established lawn is 
compaction—the packing-together of soil 
particles until air and moisture are driven 
out. Yet we strain heart, lungs and backs 
every spring, beating down the damp 
soil into something resembling concrete. 
under the illusion that we are “helping” 
the lawn. 

Where frost action and worm casts 
make the lawn lumpy, a very light roller. 
barely enough to gently press the offend- 
ing lumps into place. might be used. 
Major changes in levels ought to be 
made by cutting and filling. not by mash- 
ing down the soi] to a point where it is 
unfit as a habitation for grass. Actually,

fit for growing grass. If the soil needs 
more attention than that. a major re- 
building job may be in order. 

As for other grasses, which are being 
talked about. dichondra is entirely out- 
side the pale for lawns in the Midwest. 
It just won't survive our autumn frosts, 
let alone winter. Zoysia japonica, the 
only species hardy’ with us from seed, 
is a ragged, dirty grass not worth sow- 
ing. Zoysia matrella is not reliably 
hardy. Zoysia tenuifolia is even more 
tender. 

We sell Zoysia meyeri (as plugs for 
inserting into old lawns) but certainly do 
not recommend it for use north of the 
Kentucky-Tennessee line. In any area 
where Merion bluegrass will thrive, there 
is little use for Meyer. Where it slows 
down in hot summer weather (as it does 
in Washington. D. C.. and the South. 
for example) a mixture of Meyer and 
Merion makes an excellent lawn. Meyer 
alone should be restricted to sections 
where the first frost comes late. 

Here we find that the first frost browns 
out our test plots of all zoysias, and they 
stay brown until mid-May or later. In 
the meanwhile, Merion bluegrass is green 
whenever the temperature is above freez- 
ing. We just don’t need zoysias. Perhaps

Miniature Begonias 


by JOY LOGEE MARTIN 


Haven't you often heard it said, “I 
like begonias but I just haven’t the room 
to grow them”? Many begonias do grow 
as large as bushel baskets, but there 
are others of miniature habit which are 
ideal for the begonia enthusiast with 
limited space. You'll find them ideal 
indoor subjects—easy to grow and net- 
ting maximum beauty and color per 
square inch of window space. 

' In my collection of miniature be- 
gonias, one of the oldest and most de- 
lightful is BEGONIA HYDROCOTYLIFOLIA. 
It is an adorable dwarf type of the pond- 
lily begonia with round thick leaves the 


common name pennywort begonia. The 
leaves are glossy green above with dark 
markings along the veins on the under 
side and they hug the pot, as do the 
thick creeping stems of this rhizoma- 
tous plant. In midwinter, bright rose 
pink flowers rise just above the foliage. 
This fine begonia enjoys shade and will 
thrive without any direct sun. It is 
easily propagated by division of the 
thick stems. 

Equally charming is BEGONIA BOWERI, 
a true miniature, discovered by Thomas 
MacDougall in 1948. The largest leaves 
measure only an inch across, and the

The shiny 
green leaves, 24% inches long and half 
as wide, are similar in shape to the 
nasturtium leaf, and are veined in silver. 
The name aridicaulis means dried stem, 
and the stems are indeed dried-up look- 
ing. In fact, they look so shriveled you 
wonder how the plant can develop into 
such a beautiful begonia. In early 
spring, greenish white flowers appear.

Hybridists have done much with the 
large elephant ear or rex begonias. Time 
was when these husky hybrids were the 
pride of many house plant growers, one 
specimen often filling a bay window. To- 
day finds many miniatures newly avail- 
able. which makes it possible for even 
the smallest cottage window to accom- 
modate one of these gay antiques. 

Basy Ratnsow, introduced by Leslie 
Woodriff of Oregon, is one of the most 
colorful of all. The 5-inch-long leaves 
are suffused with red, rose and violet and 
edged in green, while the very center is 
bright silver. Slow-growing. Baby Rain- 
bow like all rex begonias, likes shade 
and ample water in summer and fall, the 
growing season. But care must be taken 
not to overwater in winter, when the 
plant rests. 

Lucy Cosson, one of the oldest and 
smallest of the rex type, was introduced 
in 1886 and is still a great favorite. The 
leaves, a dark wine with a_ lovely 
silvery lustre, are no more than 4 inches 
long and are borne on 5-inch stems. The 
largest plants, several years old, fill only 
a 4-inch pot. 

A very beautiful rex is BEGONIA GRIF- 
FITHI, a species from Assam, India. The 
small, olive green leaves have a zone of 
gray inside a purple margin, while the 
underside is solid red. The entire leaf 
is covered with such fine, dense hairs it 
feels like velvet.

giant in size and plant habit, the cactus- 
flowered zinnias are available in red 
(Floradale Scarlet), yellow (Sunny 
Boy), white (Eskimo) and the full mix- 
ture generally called Giant Hybrids, 
Giant Fantasy or Giant Cactus. 

These huge zinnias can be tremen- 
dously effective if they are planted to 
show off their virtues, not their faults. 
The plant construction gives the clue: 
they branch low, are relatively open and 
bear their flowers at the top. It’s the 
top that should be shown off, so never 
plant in a single row, but rather in a 
block or mass at least 5 feet wide. Seed- 
should be thinned to stand 12 
inches apart, or less, and fertilized lib- 
erally so plants will develop to inter- 
twine and solid color 
The back may be masked by fence or 
wall, but in front, and wherever the sides 
of the plants will show, smalier zinnias 
should be used to bring the color mass 
right down to ground level. This 
where the half-dwarf Pumila Sunshine 
Tints come in, with Cupid zinnias or 
Persian Carpet for edging. 

Both types of edging plants should 
stand 6 inches apart to begin with, but 
Persian Carpet should be thinned ruth- 
lessly to 12 inches. Otherwise they will 
grow tall, if unable to spread naturally. 

Such an all-zinnia border means easy 
garden work when the dog days of sum- 
mer make a hammock more attractive 
than a hoe. If the plant habits are 
studied and the many varieties used ac- 
cordingly, the homely zinnia becomes a
